The application has been amended as follows: Line 10 of Claim 1 has been 
amended from "spreading device," to: --spreading device and wherein a second 
actuation of the presser device effects a rotation of the gripper tool- 
Claim 4 has been cancelled. 

Line 1 of Claim 5 has been amended from "claim 4" to --claim 1--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments, see page 3, filed 15 July 2009, with respect to claim 4 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Since the limitations of claim 4 have been incorporated 
into claim 1 , the claims are allowed. Neither the prior art of record nor the prior art at 
large, alone or in combination, discloses a device for the removal of parasites or ticks 
wherein a first actuation of the presser device effects a spreading of the gripper tool by 
the spreading device and wherein a second actuation of the presser device effects a 
rotation of the gripper tool.
